Ranchers, business men, school teachers, salary men and 


investors generally thruout Covina city and valley are warn- 
ed that one of the biggest campaigns of promotion stock sell- 
ing in the history of the state is being planned for the com- 
ing year. The word has gone out that this valley, and the 
citrus districts in general, are prosperous—that there is sur- 
plus money in hand. Promoters of doubtful concerns are 
planning a clean-up campaign. 


Not every block of stock offered js worthless. But most 


promotion stock that is put over by a high pressure salesman 
is worthless. Many people in this valley and elsewhere know 
that to their own regret. . Hard-earned money should not 
be allowed to leave this valley to be swallowed up in these 
schemes which are most often represented by nothing more 
tangible than a suite of offices and a diamond-bestudded man- 
ager. Los Angeles business buildings are filled with these 
kind of offices. They are ornate, overstuffed deadfalls, just 
as crooked as three-card Monte or faro played under the 
grandstand at a county fair. These crooked cprporations 
are operated in such a manner that they keep within the 
state law, at least in the first phase of the operations. If 
you read the newspapers, however, you will remember that 
a lot of these promoters have been indicted and tried recent- 
ly, altho few of them seem to get into prison. 


If a promotion salesman calls on you, the very best rule 


you can follow is to turn him down flat, and with finality. 
If he hangs around, call the police. He may be operating 
within the law, but he wouldn't be put in the country sell- 
ing stock if he had a real proposition. There's plenty of 
money available for the real thing. 


Ask your banker before investing. That's what your 


banker is for. There are plenty of good investments, safe 
and sound and profitable. Don't gamble with these three 
hundred per cent in three months propositions. 
There is 


nothing to it, and never has been.

• Babspn, the noted adviser of; bankers, who is sending a 
daily bulletin to 25>0(X) financial and investors-in"this coun- 
try, predicted heavy stock selling to follow the election. That 
has come to pass. He said that there would be a decided 
slump before the first of the year. That slump is already 
setting in. The country is rich, and inclined to gamble. If 
someone has a big surplus of money they don't need, it is 
their business if they decide to take hundred-to-one shots. 
But small investors, who make their money by hard work 
and worry, should stay out. The next twelve months is to

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Time to Overhaul— 


Strong hints of a revolutionary business adjustment thru- 


out the United States have been sent out from time to time 
from the financial centers, especially from New York, during 
the past few months. The statements have been invariably 
accompanied by the assertion that there is nothing to fear 
from a slump in general.commodity demand, and that the 
buying power of the individual in the aggregate is higher 
than at any time in the history of the nation. 


But business generally is in the condition of a vessel that 


has not been cleaned of barnacles for a long time. It has 
slowed down in spots because of -a need for overhauling. 
This is especially true in the retail trade. The number in 
business is too great for the volume. The result has been a 
large number of small failures and bankruptcies. 


The need for the control of retail trade has long been 


noted and commented upon. Control is very difficult, altho 
banks are taking the matter in hand and discouraging the 
excessive duplication of business lines in any one commun- 
ity. It stands to reason that if you split up business the cost 
of doing business is greater, the profits smaller, and the bene- 
fit to the community is not evident. The old idea that com- 
petition is the life of business is a fallacy. It just isn't true 
in the small retail trade. 
Prices are no longer governed by 


competition but by quantity purchase and the amount of 
turnover. Two retail stores, carrying the same line of goods 
in a community, will offset each other, and serve as a check 
and balance on prices. 
But when this number becomes a 


dozen or more, this effect is lost. 


The big automobile makers are consolidating, standardiz- 


ing. 
During the next few years several well known makes 


of automobiles will disappear from the market. The auto- 
mobiles best fitted and best known will survive, and other 
makes perhaps just as good will be eliminated. This will 
probably benefit the public in general. The same is true of 
tires, and all automobile accessories. 


The high cost of transportation is one of the problems 


that must be tackled courageously. It is a common saying 
among those who use gas-driven vehicles for business and 
pleasure that they don't dare to inquire too closely into the 
cost of such transportation. 
The method by which we get 


from place to place must be cheapened. This cost is eating 
far into the realm of profits, for the business man, the farmer 
and the workman. Substantial investments, such as homes 
and other forms of real estate, are suffering because of the 
burning up of so much that is earned. 


President-elect Hoover, as secretary of commerce, has 


carried on an .intensive survey for years, looking toward 
standardization of every kind of product, and with splendid 
results. He has received the voluntary cooperation of busi- 
ness concerns everywhere. 
The time has come, according 


to the hints from the financing sources, when this general 
standardization idea must be sold to the entire country. 


The next four years will probably see many business men 


fading out of the business picture, but this will mean progress 
and profit, rather than an indication of an unstable condition. 
Everyone who knows anything about the situation at all 
knows that something must be done to get into a saner con- 
dition, and whether some wish it or dread it. it will probably 
become a fact. 


Thank God for the U. S.A.— 


The original Thanksgiving was invoked in this country 


because of the presence of the necessities of life. 
Xot for 


abundance, because the forefathers had not that: not for 
luxuries, for they did not exist in those chill years of starva- 
tion and penury. 


Thev were deeply thankful that food was in hand, enough 


to make possible the battle with the coming winter. They 
had no surplus. Under these circumstances their Thanksgiv- 
ing praises were heartfelt. They thanked God that the days 
of starvation were over. 


Today we think little of the true significance of Thanks- 


giving day. altho our blessings have been multiplied a thou- 
sandfold. The fact that we have meat on the table, suitable 
clothing, a place to sleep away from the wind and blast, 
means almost nothing—these are taken as a matter of course. 
We may be grateful for fortune that brings us some luxury, 
something for which we have longed, something that, in spite 
of our well being, has been unobtainable. If we are thank- 
ful at all, we are prone to place the emphasis of thanks upon 
the things that we have received and did not need. 


It seems to be human nature that the more we receive 


the less are we grateful. We do not pause enough to thank 
ourselves for a safe, well-governed country. We are at this 
time worrying ourselves as a nation as to what to do with 
the great surplus in farm and manufactured commodities. 
We consider this a serious problem. Yet. we should be happy 
in the thot that as a nation we do not suffer from hardship, 
from real hunger.

They saw little children in the 


French villages fighting over the garbage thrown out by the 
troops, snatching bits of bread.

mering waters of the Pacific ocean." 


Old Santa Pe Trail 


In the ancient palace in Santa Fe 


is a Spanish document proving the 
existence of a trail in the latter part 
of the eighteenth century from the 
old French settlement in what is 
now Illinois, to the Spanish towns in 
New Mexico, and one from there to 
California. In 1822 the Santa Fe 
trail proper was opened. It was 800 
miles long; three-quarters

Beadle had the foresight to pro- 
mote legislation whereby the school 
lands of South Dakota could not In- 
sold for less than $10 per acre. 


Today the school and public lands 


department of the state has on hand 
$1*1,!)-3,1277, bringing an annual in- 
come of more than $1,000,000, which 
is used for the improvement of com- 
mon schools, penal, charitable and 
other educational institutions, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
by the commissioner. 


The principal is kept intact, al- 


tho additions are made from time 
to time thru the sale of school lands. 
Distribution to the common schools 
is made once a year, and to schools 
meeting certain requirements. Many 
of the rural schools use their appor- 
tionments 
for 
library 
purposes. 


Others receive sums quarterly.
